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Rock Festival 
Debts Paid Off 
By Parents 


NEW YORK (It—The wealthy drug 
family of 
John Roberts, promoter of the most fantastic rock 
festival in history, at White Lake, N.Y., put about 
$1 million in a bank this morning to cover the 
venture’s debts, Roberts’ partner said today. 
“ We are speechless at the way the Roberts fam­ 
ily rushed forward," said Joel Rosenman, a 26- 
year-old lawyer who has been associated with young 
Roberts in Woodstock Ventures for two and a half 
years. 
He declined to say what bank was involved. 
Rosenman said the money put up by the Rob­ 
erts’ family—-from a fortune made irom Polvdent 
and other products of the Block Drug. Co. — would 
be used to pay “ every legitimate creditor” of Wood- 
stock Ventures in full. 
He said he and Roberts, 24, hope to recoup the 
$1 million by sale of films and recordings made 
at the festival at White Lake, the weekend of Aug. 
16-17 and from “various other assets, including our 
demonstration that we are in touch with and have 
the support of a community of millions.’’ 
The estimated 
half-million 
young 
people 
who 
crowded the pastures around the festival bandstand 
were, ironically a prime reason for the financial 
loss. 
Only from 60,000 to 70,000 rickets had been sold 
in advance and the kids poured into the festival 
site in such huge numbers that ticket-taking be­ 
came impossible. 


Consumer Crusader 
Picks on Ford Firm 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ralph Nader, the con­ 
sumer crusader, has taken the Ford Motor Co., 
as his latest target, charging that some Ford auto­ 
mobiles carry the risk of gasoline explosions. 
Nader said in a letter to Henry Ford II, Chair­ 
man of the firm, that the risk exists because 
the top of the gasoline tank serves as the floor 
of the trunk in some Ford autos. 
Nader also said hoses used to carry overflow 
fuel orvent the tanks run through the trunk and 
could be sources of gasoline leakage into the trunk 
if ruptured by articles carried in the trunk. 
A Ford spokesman said the method had been 
used in light Fort cars for about 
10 years and 
“ there is no evidence of any risk. There have 
been no reports of explosions known to us.” 


Lack of a Penny Stamp 
Causes W o m a n ’s Death 


UXBRIDGE, England (UPI) - For want of a 
penny of postage, Mrs. Surgit Barar died. 
Mrs. Barar, 53, was under treatment for a blood 
clot in a leg, and doctors at Hillingdon hospital 
sent her home with a supply of pills and instruc­ 
tions to keep taking them until she received a post­ 
card order to change. 
Doctors said they sent a postcard later, telling 
Mrs. Barar to stop taking the drug for three days, 
then resume later on a reduced dosage. But they 
put only a four-penny stump on the postcard. 
It took three or ifour days to arrive, authorities 
said and by that time. Mrs. Barar was dying from 
the drug. 
A spokesman for the hospital said Friday that 
normally 
such 
postcards 
received 
a 
five-penny 
stamp and that an investigation was under way to 
determine “ if there was a slipup.” 
A coroner ruled Mrs. B arar’s death accidental, 
and said “ first-class mail should always be used for 
urgent instructions.” 


15 Iraqis Executed 


DAMASCUS, Syria (.W — Filteen Iraqis were ex­ 
ecuted in Baghdad at dawn today as spies for the 
United States and Israel, Baghdad Radio reported. 
Two of them were Jews. 
Nine of the men, including the two Jews, were 
civilians and were hanged in Baghdad’s central pri­ 
son. The rest—a police commissioner and five >-oI- 
diers—were executed by firing squad, the radio 
said. 
All 
were 
tried, 
convicted 
and 
sentenced 
by 
Iraq’s revolutionary court in secret sessions during 
the past week. 
The executions brought to 51 the total of aliened 
spies executed in Iraq this year, including 11 Jews.

Firefighters Stop 
Southland Blazes 


SAN DIEGO. Calif. (AP) — 
Helped by a tropical storm 1,000 
miles away, 
firefighters 
have 
stopped 
the 
spread 
of 
three 
searing brush fires that crack­ 
led over 42.700 acres and forced 
an estimated 650 persons from 
iheir homes. 
The fires began Friday a few 
miles apart in northern San Die­ 
go County about 80 miles south 
of Los 
Angeles. 
Up to 
1,800 
weary 
firefighters 
confronted 
gusty 
winds, 
100-degree 
heat 
and 10-per-cent humidity m the 
parched, 
brown 
hills 
as 
the 
blazes swept out of control. 
Then came the break. 
“The weather really became 
our friend Saturday night.” said 
Roy Saami, a U.S. Forest Serv­ 
ice fire official. “ What a turna­ 
bout. We thought it would be 
days before we could contain 


these fires.”

storm 
off 
Mexico 
pushed 
moist air into 
Southern California, driving the 
humidity up and the tempera­ 
ture down. There was even a lit­ 
tle rain to augment the tons of 
water and chemical retardants 
dumped by droning air tankers.

who had fled their homes had 
returned.

the canoe because we were sit­ 
ting so low in the water.”

pounds, and they had M0 pounds 
of gear loaded into the canoe. 


They rowed from early morn­ 
ing until 6 p.m. each 
night. 
Usually they slopped for lunch 
along the side of the river. At 


night they pitched a tent on 
sandbars.

The property damage figure 
from the devastating floods in 
west-central Virginia, spawned 
by torrential rains from dying 
hurricane Camilli , remained at 
$132.4 million. 


Civil defense officials agreed 
that all three figures—the death 
toll, the missing and property 
damage would climb upward as 
the 
on-the-spot 
assessment of 
the effects of the floods contin­ 
ued. 
In Richmond, the easternmost 
point tcr'experience the crippling 
floodwaters, 
police 
today 
re­ 
duced a restricted area where a 
serious fire threat w is posed by 
a lake of high octane gasoline. 
When the leak was discovered 
Saturday, National Guardsmen 
sealed c»f a 29-block area of the; 
city south of the James river. 
Several hundred workmen and a 
number of families were evacu­ 
ated. 
Today, only emergency crews 
on clean-up and other essential 
duties were permitted in ap­ 
proximately two-thirds of the 
originally restricte i area. Only 
police and fire crews were al­ 
lowed entrance to the remaining 
section.

ter,

The state has been declared a 
disaster area by President Nix­ 
on.

Capitol Hill Swamped 
By Obscene Mail Bills 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Th* 
ob.scene m ail issue has aroused 
the m ost m oral indignation on 
Capitol Hill since the big school 
p ray er debate five years ago. 


M ore than 200 anti-obscenity 
bills have been introduced and 
congressm en have been intro­ 
duced and congressm en 
have 
given scores of speeches on the 
subject. 
Unlike the 160 bills in 1964 to 
overturn the Suprem e C ourt’s 
decision 
on 
school 
prayers, 
there is a good chance on* of 
the proposals to fight sm ut m ail 
will pass. 
None of the 160 p ray er bills 
ev er got out of com m ittee, but 
obscene m ail legislation is al­ 
m ost certain to reach a fo o r 
vote 
since 
sponsors 
include 
som e com m ittee chairm en. And 
once a bill gets to the floor, it ¿s 
expected to sail through.

com plaints last year. 
“ A C alifornia m ailer flooded 
our district with this stuff,” said 
one congressional aide. “ It m ust 
have hit 150,000 people in our 
district. And a goodly num ber of 
these people started hitting us. 
So, now we’re trying to do som e 
hitting ourselve«.” 


Almost all of the bills are 
aim ed at halting obscene m ail 
to youngsters or to adults who 
don’t w ant to receive it. 


One, 
perhaps 
em barrassing, 
aspect is the courts’ insistance 
th at such m easures state cle a r­ 
ly just w hat is proscribed. The 
result is graphic language in 
bills which might not pass an 
obscenity test them elves. 


The bluntest and shortest of 
these bills was introduced by 
Rep. Ja c k B. Brooks D-Texas, 
who says the Dig problem lies in 
obscene illustrations in unsolic­ 
ited advertising.

Dr. Fried feels that it is 
possible to restrict erotic-sex­ 
ual activity to one’s perma­ 
nent mate but still to obtain 
some stimulation from others. 
Some persons may find such 
feelings too upsetting to cope 
with and choose to make ev­ 
ery effort to avoid possibly 
stimulating situations. 


Put this required shutting 
off a large part of the self 
and limiting one’s experience. 
It is healthier to be able to ac­ 
cept these emotions for what 
they are, without feeling that 
you are being propelled along 
the path of infidelity. 


Trying to build a protective 
shell around a marriage can 
backfire. Instead of allowing
